This was 
the statement made by Assistant 
Fire Chief J. J. Barry yesterday 
in a plea for moti)ists to observe 
traffie rules during a fire. 

“We are authorized,” Barry 
“to disregard all traffic 
rules and regulations while going 
to a fire. If one side of the 
street is crowded, we may he 
forced to use the other side. , 

“Ic is important for all motor- 
ists, as soon as they hear the fire 
siren, to slow down and come to 
a compleie stop parallel to the 
curb.
